REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 11, 21-24, 29 and 31-34 are pending in the instant application. 
Claims 1-8, 11, 21-24, 29 and 31-34 are subject to restriction and an election requirement.

Claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 10 and 1 l(in part) drawn to compounds of Formula (I), 
and pharmaceutical compostions thereof, wherein Y represents N 

IV. Claims 1, 2, 6, 8, 10 and 1 l(in part) drawn to compounds of Formula (I), 
and pharmaceutical compostions thereof, wherein Z represents N. 

V. Claims 1-8, 10 and 1 l(in part) drawn to compounds of Formula (I), and 
pharmaceutical compostions thereof, wherein W, X, Y and Z all represent 
CH, CH 2 (quinazoline core). 

VI. Claims 2 1 -24, 29 and 3 1 -34 drawn to a method of treating or preventing 
cancer comprising administering an effective amount of a compound of 
formula I in combination with another chemotherapeutic agent or radiation 
therapy. 



The Examiner suggests that the claims of Groups I-VI do not relate to a single 
general inventive concept, and would present a serious search and examination burden if 
restriction were not required.
